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Students Lucky 
'Playing Stocks'

Three boy s at East 
High 
School were $40,000 richer at the 
conclu sion of a first semester 
economics class. 
The $40,000 was all on paper, 
of cou rse. Bu t so was the money 
they u sed to make their fortu ne. 
Stev e Demma, Pau l Malone 
and Bob Barlow, all seniors in 
Bill Harris’ economics class, 
made-their money by inv esting 
in the stock market. 
Market Down 
And at a time when the 
market was almost continu ou sly 
down and inv estors u sing hard 
cash were losing money , the 
y ou ths tripled their inv estment 
of $15,000. 
Harris called the achiev ement 
“fantastic,” 
especially 
f o r 
beginning stu dents, and Dem- 
ma’s dad began asking him for 
tips. 
Howev er, 
the 
y ou ng 
men 
pointed ou t, they wou ld not hav e 
made so mu ch if they were u s­ 
ing their own money . 
‘Risks Too Big’ 
“We wou ldn’t hav e been will­ 
ing to take the risks with stocks 
that 
ev entu ally 
made 
the 
money ,” reported Barlow. 
How did they do it? “Ju st 
lu cky ,” they emphasized. 
While the three had been in­ 
formed abou t prospectu s for 
firms, long-term growth rates 
and other gu ides for selecting 
stocks in which to inv est as a 
part of the class work, they 
generally 
disregarded 
su ch 
items in their own selection 
Demma said. 
“Some of the companies we 


didn’t ev en know what the in­ 
itials stood for,” he added. 
Demma ex plained that the 
three watched v ariou s 
com­ 
panies for two or three day s in 
the newspaper, looking for the 
most activ e ones in terms of 
sharp increases and decreases. 
Only Lost One 
They only lost money once — 
on a stock recommended by 
their instru ctor, Demma claim­ 
ed. 
Their secret for reaping large 
div idends: bu y a hu ge amou nt of 
v ery cheap stocks in an activ e 
company . 
As a resu lt, ev en a small rise 
in the v alu e of the stock nets a 
big profit, Barlow said. One of 
the pu rchases was for 10,000 
shares at $3 a share, he noted. 
None was held longer than a 
week. 
Stu dent Broker 
A few minu tes of class time 
was u sed daily between Oct. 13 
and Jan. 19 for stu dents to make 
their transactions with an ap­ 
pointed stu dent broker. 
One or two other stu dents 
nearly 
dou bled 
their 
money 
du ring the trading period, bu t 
more than 
W/c in the fou r 
economics classes lost money , 
inclu ding Harris who reported a 
loss of $520. None went com­ 
pletely broke, howev er. 
Demma, Barlow and Malone 
each pooled the $5,000 he started 
with to form a corporation, fil­ 
ing appropriate articles with the 
teacher and observ ing other re­ 
qu irements. The final total for 
the trio was $55,300, and the 
broker got a $300 tip.

where they are needed 
to do it now.” 
Bu t Mu skie, who heads a 
Senate su bcommittee on air and 
water pollu tion, told newsmen 
Friday : 
“It seems increasingly clear 
he’s talking abou t total cost. 
Well, if it is total cost of which 
he speaks, then the program he 
has in mind is not the program 
that he described in his rhetoric 
y esterday in which he said he is 
going to propose the most costly 
and ex pensiv e program in this 
connection that’s ev er been pre­ 
sented. 
Program Falls Short 
“The program he has in mind 
falls short of the program that 
the Congress . . . au thorized in 
19 66, becau se . . . he is speak­ 
ing of a $10-billion ov er-all pro­ 
gram to which the 
federal 
gov ernment wou ld contribu te $4 
billion, not $10-billion — $4 
billion spread ov er nine y ears, 
and not fiv e y ears as implied in 
the 
State 
of 
the 
Union 
message.” 
He 
noted 
that 
N i x o n 
“reminded u s that in the past, 
gov ernment had generated great 
ex pectations only to fall short of 
those ex pectations in its pro­ 
grams to implement. 
“So, the President appears to 
hav e been gu ilty of ex actly the 
same 
thing 
y esterday 
with 
respect to env ironmental pollu ­ 
tion. 
“His rhetoric gav e rise to 
great ex pectations bu t su ch ad­ 
ditional information as we’v e 
been able to get since falls far 
sh ort. . . of programs that are 
already on the books approv ed 
by the Congress.” 
Mu skie’s own program pu ts a 
stress on a stronger role for 
gov ernment, instead of priv ate 
initiativ e. 


Washington (iP) — The Senate 
passed Friday one of the major 
crime bills u rged by President 
Nix on, a measu re to arm the 
gov ernment with 
new 
legal 
weapons to fight the Mafia and 
other u nderworld sy ndicates. 


Known 
as 
the 
Organized 
Crime Control Act, the bill was 
passed by a 72-1 v ote after the 
Senate rejected all amendments 
offered by senators who con­ 
tended some of its prov isions 
trespass on indiv idu al rights. 


Metcalf Votes No 
Sen. Lee Metcalf, D-Mont., 
cast the lone dissenting v ote on 
final passage. An aide said he 
did so becau se he feels the bill 
wou ld 
v iolate 
constitu tional 
rights of indiv idu als. 


The measu re now goes to the 
Hou se, where there is no pros­ 
pect of early action on it. 


Nix on protested in his State of 
the Union address Thu rsday that 
none of the 13 anticrime bills he 
recommended last y ear has y et 
been passed by the Democratic- 
controlled Congress. 


The Senate-passed bill is a 
bu lky 
measu re 
that 
was 
described by Democrats and 
Repu blicans alike as the produ ct 
of bipartisan efforts. It wrapped 
10 separate bills into one piece 
of legislation. 


Called Vital 
Sen. John L. McClellan, D- 
Ark., floor manager of the bill, 
said its enactment is v ital “to 
arrest and rev erse the growth of 
organized crime and end its 
v irtu al immu nity 
from legal 
accou ntability .” 
He said “criminal cartels” 
like the Mafia annu ally drain 
billions .of dollars froin the 
economy 
throu gh 
sy ndicated 
gambling, narcotics traffic, loan 
sharking, i n f i l t r a t i o n of 
legitimate bu siness and 
the 
takeov er of labor u nions. 


The bill for the first time 
wou ld make large scale illicit 
gambling enterprises a federal 
crime. 
Bribery of local officials in 
connection with illegal gambling 
activ ities also wou ld become a 
federal crime. 
Antiracketeer Featu re 
Another major featu re of the 
bill is designed to root ou t 
racketeer i n f i l t r a t i o n of 
bu sinesses and labor u nions, 
throu gh criminal forfeitu res and 
u se of antitru st concepts like 
div estitu re, 
dissolu tion 
and 
reorganization. 


The bill ¡nrov ides also for ex ­ 
tra sentences of u p to 30 y ears in 
prison for habitu al and pro­ 
fessional 
criminals 
and 
for 
leaders of organized crime. 


Other parts of the measu re 
prov ide for a comprehensiv e 
rev ision and strengUiening of 
the ev idence gathering process 
in organized crime inv estiga­ 
tions and prosecu tions. 


‘Abu se’ Feared 
Some senators objected that 
these new procedu res wou ld not 
be limited to organized crime 
and cou ld impair civ il li^rties. 
The American Civ il Liberties 
Union appealed to all senators to 
reject the bill, say ing it con­ 
tained “manifold possibilities 
for abu se.” 
These dispu ted sections of the 
bUl wou ld: 
—Prov ide for special grand 


ju ries empowered not only to 
retu rn indictments bu t to issu e 
reports concerning miscondu ct 
by pu blic officials and organized 
crime conditions. 
—Write a new general im­ 
mu nity law u nder which a 
person cou ld be compelled to 
testify 
notwithstanding 
h i s 
assertion of his 5th Amendment 
pr o t e c t i o n against self-im- 
crimination. It wou ld protect 
him from prosecu tion on the 
basis of any thing he said bu t not 
from prosecu tion based on other 
ev idence. 
—Au thorize the no-bail im­ 
prisonment for contempt 
of 
recalcitrant 
witnesses 
w h o 
refu se to testify after a grant of 
immu nity . 
—Prov ide for a perju ry con­ 
v iction based on 
manifestly 
contradictory statements u nder 
oath, doing away with the two- 
witness 
and 
direct-ev idence 
ru les. 
—Permit the u se of deposi­ 
tions to be u sed in trial of 
criminal cases, as a safegu ard 
against 
gangland 
v engeance 
against a witness. 
—Sharply restrict defense ac­ 
cess to gov ernment files to 
determine if ev idence was ob­ 
tained throu gh illegal w iretap­ 
ping or other u nlawfu l means.

FEDERAL COURT DELAYS RULING O N HAIR, MUSTACHE: 
Chadron Student To Attend Glosses

A Chadron State College stu dent who was 
refu sed registration becau se of his hair and 
mu stache will attend classes withou t registering 
u ntil his lawsu it against the college can be 
heard in federal cou rt Feb. 9 . 
That was the temporary solu tion arriv ed 
at Friday by U.S. District Cou rt Ju dge Robert 
Van Pelt in a hearing with college president 
Dr. Edwin Nelson and attorney s for Robert 
Reichenberg Jr., 24, the stu dent. 
The chu ckle-filled hearing Friday was held 
to determine whether Van Pelt shou ld issu e 
a restraining order allowing Reichenberg to 
register while the case is before the federal 
cou rt. 
. 
, 
Reichenberg 
contends 
his 
constitu tional 
rights were v iolated Tu esday when college of­ 
ficials refu sed to register him becau se his ap­ 
pearance didn’t conform to a dress code 
clarification handed down by Nelson. 
He is asking for an inju nction against 
Nelson’s clarification. 
The statement said, “Male stu dents will 
wear their hair short enou gh that ey ebrows, 
ears and collars are in fu ll v iew. Sidebu rns 


will be no lower than the ear lobe and 
mu staches will be trimmed ev en with the 
mou th.” 
Reichenberg’s appearance v iolates the code 
on all three cou nts, thou gh only slightly . 
‘Borderline Case’ 
Nelson said once du ring the hearing that 
Reichenberg is a “borderline case.” 
After secu ring the consent of both parties 
to allow Reichenberg to attend classes, Van 
Pelt set a hearing on the merits of the case 
for 1:30 p.m. Feb. 9. 
Qu estioned after the hearing. Nelson said 
that he did not think the school wou ld make the 
same arrangement with other “long-hairs” who 
might apply . 
“Ou r present ru les are still in effect—that’s 
the u nderstanding that I got from the ju dge,” 
he said. “My u nderstanding is that we were dis­ 
cu ssing only one boy .” 
Lau rice Marghiem, attorney for Nelson, 
argu ed against a restraining order in the case 
becau se Reichenberg’s av enu es of appeal at 
the college hav en’t been ex hau sted. 
Stu dents can appeal to the college’s ad­ 
missions committee and after that to the college 
president. 
Marghiem also argu ed that modifications

hav e a v ery try ing time between 
now and early May .” 
Program To Ex pire 
The cu rrent farm program for 
feed grains, wheat and cotton 
ex pires at the end of this y ear. 
Secretary of Agricu ltu re Clif­ 
ford Hardin will soon present a 
proposed farm bill to Congress, 
“hopefu lly by the end of this 
month,” Galbraith said. 
USDA officials hav e 
been 
working closely with members 
of the Hou se Agricu ltu re Com­ 
mittee “to bring ou t a non­ 
partisan 
bill,” 
the 
former 
Nebraskan noted. 
“We realize that a partisan 
bill wou ld stand no chance of 
passage,” Galbraith pointed ou t. 
“We are try ing not to take 
credit for a bill.” 
Meetings Begu n 
And so, Galbraith ex plained, 
USDA 
officials 
hav e 
been 
meeting each Monday night with 
Hou se committee members to 
“u se their 
wisdom” 
in 
at­ 
tempting to seek agreement on a 
non-partisan proposal. 
Altogether, Hou se committee 
members cou nt some 500 y ears 
of congressional ex perience in 
the field of agricu ltu ral legisla­ 
tion, Galbraith said. 
No matter what may

agreed u pon, he told NREA 
delegates, the

can probably cou nt on abou t 100 
Hou se v otes “opposed to any 
kind of assistance for ru ral 
Americans.” 
Thu s, he said, “we are begg­ 
ing for y ou r su K » rt. . . to do all 
y ou can to conv ince y ou r city 
cou sins” on the need for a new 
farm program. 
‘Urban Votes Key ’ 
Urban v otes “hold the power 
of life and death” ov er ru ral 
programs, not only on the farm,

bu t also in the fu tu re operations 
ol ru ral electrification, Galbraith 
said. 
“Farm people are a decreas­ 
ing minority ,” he pointed ou t. 
And they need to establish 
“better

a single c o n g r e s s i o n a l

Galbraith noted. Only 31 of the 
435 members of the Hou se hav e 
as many as 25% of their consti­ 
tu ents in ru ral areas, he said.

in the school dress code are now before the 
stu dent senate and that the cou rt shou ld giv e 
the college time to make its own changes. 
Marghiem also said a restraining order 
cou ld “aggrav ate a discipline” problem at the 
college becau se Nelson’s “nex t confrontation” 
with stu dents wou ld be harder. 
Stu dents are also pressing for relax ed dorm 
hou rs, he said. 
Du ring Nelson’s testimony , the president 
said sev eral stu dents who failed to meet the 
dress code appealed to him and are now 
registered, bu t he conceded that they had to 
change their appearances. 
Marghiem said harm cou ld come from 
issu ing a restraining order bu t that no “ir­ 
reparable” damage wou ld be done to any one 
if Reichenberg “wou ld trim his mu stache.” 
“He cou ld be registered in the morning,” 
the attorney said, and the mu stache cou ld grow 
ou t again. 
“Bu t if he’s right, then y ou hav e no right 
to tell him to trim it,” Van Pelt replied. 
It wou ld be too mu ch, the ju dge said, 
to ask a y ou ng man to “be dishonest with 
himself” and shav e his mu stache ju st to let 
it grow ou t in v iolation of ru les. 
Say Rights Violated 
Reichenberg’s attorney s, Wallace Ru dolph 
and Patrick Healey , contended that their client’s 
rights were v iolated becau se of a ru le that, 
in effect, “a person with a mu stache or 
sidebu rns can’t attend a state-su pported institu ­ 
tion.” 
Ru dolph 
said colleges 
need 
to 
hav e 
classificiations of people who can attend, bu t 
that su ch classificatibns s h o u l d hav e a 
“reasonable relationship” to the operation of 
the college. 
Lau ghter came from the cou rtroom oa 
sev eral occasions du ring the hearing. 
When Nelson was on the witness 
stand, 
Van Pelt asked if the college had encou ntered 
any cases of “tobacco stains or eggs or some 
su ch things” on the mu staches of y ou ng men. 
“It 
has not 
been 
discu ssed,” 
Nelson 
answered. 
“Hav e y ou had any problem with y ou ng 
men with sidebu rns not being able to hear:” 
the ju dge qu eried. 
“No sir,” Nelson replied. 
Ju dge Qu estions 
“What abou t a fellow who had one of these 
Kaiser Wilhelm mu staches that cu rl u p toward 
the ears” Van Pelt asked. 
Nelson hesitated, then said he wou ld prob­ 
ably be refu sed. 
Van Pelt later conceded that “I’v e had a 
mu stache also,” althou gh he said it wasn’t 
a wax ed, Kaiser Wilhelm ty pe. 
The ju dge told the defense that the proof of 
su pport for a dress code tends to be a “heav y 
bu rden.” He cited sev eral cases in which cou rts- 
had ru led u nconstitu tional regu lations limiting 
hair length. 
In one of the cases, Van Pelt said, one 
teacher testified that short skirts were more 
distracting than long hair. 
Bu t, he said, sev eral cases hav e also been 
gone in fav or of dress codes and that in this 
ty pe of case, each situ ation mu st be determined 
on its own merits. 
“The cou rt shou ldn’t be so broad as to 
keep Dr. Nelson from making ru les” on the 
su bject, Van Pelt said. 
College probably shou ld hav e some ru les 
on hair length to prev ent long-haired y ou ng 
men who 
resemble women 
from entering 
women’s restrooms, the ju dge said. 
He said he was reminded of a marry ing 
preacher who said, “Will one of y ou kiss the 
bride?” 
Bu t, he commented, Reichenberg’s hair 
when he appeared in cou rt Wednesday was 
no longer than the sty les worn by schoolboy s 
55-60 y ears ago. 
“I was in school at that time,” he added.

In discussing the role of arm ­ 
ed whites in civil disorders, the 
authors said that “ althoug h five 
per cent of the black males ar­

charg es. Futhermore, althoug h 
whites accounted for only 11% of 
the total riot arrestees, they 
comprised 40% of the persons 
arrested for shooting and snip­ 
ing .”

$35 Billion School Aid 
Bill Is Sent To Senate

The principal pro v isio ns o f the 
bill ex tend fo r fo ur y ears the 
19 65 Elementary and Seco ndary 
Educatio n Act, the largest pro ­ 
gram o f federal aid to educa­ 
tio n. 
The administration asked for 
a two-year extension and for no 
expansion of present authoriza- 
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tions pending a complete review 
of the effectiveness of the pro­ 
g rams.

The bill also would broaden 
g reatly the impacted areas pro­ 
g ram of aid to school districts 
crowded because of federal in­ 
stallations. Nixon had asked, on 
the contrary, that this prog ram 
be cut back sharply.

Many new federal aid pro­ 
g rams to benefit trade and hig h 
schools as well as colleg es and 
universities were passed in the

Thus the to tal autho rizatio n 
fo r all educatio n aid in the cur­ 
rent financial y ear is $9 billio n. 
But the actual money provided 
has been far less.

FURTHER HAT REDUCTIONS 
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THE LINCOLN STAR 
It's Cold Inside' 
JACK ANDERSON 
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IN PERSPECTIVE 


By WILLIAM 0. DOBLER 
The panorama of life in the United States painted by President 
Nixon in his State of the Union message for the decade of the 1970’s 
could turn out to be a major work of art. On the contrary, it could 
become a canvas relegated to some forgotten corner of a life and 
times that trampled it underfoot in a push to newer and higher 
points of achievement. 
Some of the philosophy in the message was encouraging: “ It 
is no longer enough to live and let live. Now we must live and help 
live.” 
This responsibility on the part of each of us for the welfare of 
our fellow man is an essential ingredient of our national will and 
spirit. Without it, nothing good will be accomplished. We have to 
want to make the world a better place in which to live and un­ 
derstand the meaningful application of that desire if we intend to 
make progress. 


The President spoke several other times of those elements of 
weakness in our society that demand our attention — poverty, 
hunger, 
sickness, 
inadeuqate 
education, 
unemployment, 
discrimination, etc. But in total, his message did not emphasize 
these things. 
Rather, the message zeroed in on two areas — crime control 
and the quality of our environment. Welfare reform was the third 
area of priority on the domestic scene. Taking Number One 
position overall was peace in the world. 
In this total view of the President’s remarks, one finds ample 
room for concern. It is alarming that crime control, for instance, 
occupies such a prominent place in our affairs. 
It is alarming that crime has reached such proportions and 
alarming that it stands ahead of the dignity of mankind. It and 
pollution control are the only two areas in which the President 
promised an accelerated rate of spending. In all other areas, he 
promised a reduction. 


Thus, while he makes mention of the human needs of our 
citizens, especially the millions of underprivileged, he gives no 
hope that these needs will gain any added consideration. He 
stated, in fact, that we have had too many visions in the past 
and not enough vision. 
That may be clever rhetoric but it will be discouraging news 
for those locked in a cycle of exploitation by the fate of 
circumstances over which they have so little control. It is not too 
encouraging to consider a war on crime and pollution as our major 
national objectives over the coming decade. 
These should be an integral part of our objectives but not a 
dominant and overpowering part. When you think about it, the 
American Indians had very little crime and plenty of fresh air and 
clean water but what was the quality of their life? 
Many generations past had little problems with crime and 
pollution but the quality of their life was poor. So as the goals of 
his quality of life. President Nixon has set standards that have 
even been exceeded in the past. 
We must ask ourselves, then, what else might be included in 
the quality of life we might like. Knowledge and understanding are 
an integral part of that quality of life we should seek but addi­ 
tional funds for education face today a threatened veto from the 
President. 


A decent family income, adequate food, clothing and shelter, 
good health and a long life are other attributes of that quality of 
life we should seek but they are not priority items with the Presi­ 
dent. 
These things are not of top priority because they are about to 
be sacrificed to the objective of a stable economy in the fight 
against inflation. But the President has made the federal govern­ 
ment the lone battler, the only soldier, in that fight. 
Thus, the people are cut off from any collective efforts to 
achieve the quality of life that ought to be found in the President’s 
own principle of “ live and help live.” The President has spoken of 
lofty goals and of high principles but carefully avoided their 
achievement and application. 
His State of the Union message provides us with ends but no 
means. Too much of society’s responsibility is left to the in­ 
dividual, and he is unable to shoulder it.

Theft Of Food Stamps 


W A S H I N G T O N - An' 
astonishing $1 million worth of 
government food stamps, in­ 
tended for the poor, have been 
stolen from distribution centers 
in 11 states in recent months by 
professional safecrackers. 
Federal 
investigators 
are 
convinced the stolen coupons 
are being sold for cash through 
middlemen who operate with 
the cooperation of grocery 
store owners and, possibly, 
even bank officials. 
Poor people use the stamps 
to buy food at grocery stores 
which can redeem them for 
cash at banks. The banks are 
then 
reimbursed 
by 
the 
government. 
Although 
the 
Agriculture 
Department is keeping mum 
about the wave of thefts, this 
column learned 
that 
over 
$600,000 worth of the stamps 
have been stolen in West 
Virginia alone. 
The largest single burglary 
occurred in Charleston, where 
thieves made off with $3(K),000 
worth of food coupons after 
breaking into a safe in a 
distribution 
o f f i c e . 
Two 
separate break-ins at a stamp 
office in the northern part of 
the state resulted is a loss of 
more than $150,000. 
Other major heists occurred 
at Albuquerque, N.M., where 
$100,000 worth of stamps were 
stolen several weeks ago and at 
Opelousas, La., where thieves 
got $67,000 worth.

The FTC, he will argue, has a 
duty in such cases because the 
health of children is at stake. 
The government should not 
be party to schemes to en­ 
courage cradlecough or diaper 
hack, Banzhaf believes.

Nebraska, and Lincoln in particular, ap­ 
parently has held some fascination for British 
journalists and lecturers over the years. Some 
of them have been guided here by our more 
uptown countrymen from the East who point 
out Lincoln as a typical example of middle- 
western life. 
Whether or not Lincoln is a microcosm of 
the American heartland is a matter for debate; 
but, nevertheless, we’re flattered by the atten­ 
tion. 
Our experience starts with Colin Jackson, 
British MP and lecturer on government, who, 
over many visits to the university here, 
developed a genuine liking for this city. 
Abou^ two to three years ago, a British 
newspaper’s Sunday supplement ran an article 
about job and cultural opportunities, standard 
of living and governmental and consumer 


services 
in 
comparable 
European 
and 
American cities. Lincoln, the American city, 
looked good by comparison. 
We recall, also, three haggard London 
political writers leaning against the bar in the 
hospitality car of the Kennedy 1968 campaign 
train and viewing the Nebraska countryside 
rolling by. “ Refreshing, very refreshing,” was 
their impression of the landscape. 
Another 
London 
journalist, 
Aubero 
Waugh, chose Lincoln as his Midwest stop 
while on a nationwide tour last year. Lincoln 
people, he wrote, showed him “something of 
what it feels like to be an American patriot.” 
Now Lincoln is pleased to host Clement 
Freud, food and beverage writer for the London 
Daily Telegraph, who is preparing an article on 
culinary experiences here. We hope Freud is 
impressed by the hospitality and the rather 
plain and hearty food that is our fare.

Sculpturing A City 


Those who subscribe to the theory of 
anarchy in the physical development of a city 
— and there are plenty of them in Lincoln — 
should read President Nixon’s State of the 
Union message. “ In the future,” the President 
said, “decisions as to where to build highways, 
locate airports, acquire land or sell land should 
be made with a clear objective of aiding a 
balanced growth.” 
In no uncertain terms, the President has said 
that a city is something to be sculptured by the 
hand of its citizenry as a whole, not by the ef­ 
forts of individual selfish interests. Thus, the 
business or industry that attempts to locate 
according to the dictates of its own profit 
motivation must by force be subjected to other 
considerations. 
The principle is really a simple one but it is 


one we often tend to overlook. It tells us what 
we all know, that we can do as we please only 
so long as we do not infringe upon the rights, 
privileges and welfare of others. 
The 
principle 
is 
frequently 
twisted, 
however, to the point where it can hardly be 
recognized. It is twisted by the dictates of the 
dollar, by the philosophy which says that profit 
is its own justification. 
The truth is that there is a lot more to life 
than economic productivity and a lot more to 
economic productivity than might appear on 
the surface of things. Such productivity is a 
relative thing, relative to all other aspects of 
the community and its people. There is just no 
question about it — the city of the future will 
be the planned city, not the city dedicated to 
growth at all costs. 


George F. Monroe sat

In his day, Monroe was 
ranked as the best stagecoach 
driver 
in 
California 
and 
perhaps in the entire West. 
That day in 1879, he gave 
Grant a ride he didn’t soon 
forget. It covered 26 miles of 
the most perilous mountain 
road in the world — road 


ing the area since John Plan- 
tagenet (Baron Russell, third 
son of Henry IV) was duked in 
1414. 
☆ ☆ ☆ 
Astronaut Alan Bean, fourth 
human being in all history to 
step on the surface of the 
moon, and two other spacemen 
have been slapped on the wrist 
by the national space agency. 
Seems that Bean, who has a 
captain’s rank in the Navy, 
took off from Ellington Air 
Force Base, Houston, without 
permission from the 
tower 
“although he thought he was 
cleared for takeoff.” It was to 
be a routine 
“ proficiency” 
flight,

astronauts are

For that dastardly act, Bean 
was grounded for 30 days. 
It will cost him somewhere 
between $275 and $300.

JAMES RESIGN 


President's Speech Dwelt Heavily On Reform; 


Lack Of Attention In Realm Of Foreign Affairs 


WASHINGTON - President 
Nixon is bringing the Ship of 
State back home for repairs. It 
will be a long slow voyage, but 
he seemed to be saying in his 
State of the Union message that 
the old girl had been battered 
in stormy foreign waters too 
long, and needed to be tidied 
up, 
scraped, 
painted 
and 
remodelled for her 200th an­ 
niversary in 1976. 
It was a magnicent speech; 
we will find out later whether it 
is a policy and who will pick up 
the tab. But not since Teddy 
Roosevelt have we heard a 
Republican president talk so 
much about reform. Welfare, 
industry, the police, and the 
federal, 
state 
and 
local 
governments are all to be 
^ansformed 
into 
a 
more 
peaceful, secure, fair and 
prosperous society. 


There was always a question 
about whether Nixon would go 
to the right or the left once he 
was well established in office. 
But he has now at least charted 
his course and defined his 
destination. He will zig-zag to 
avoid the torpedoes and take 
advantage of the wind, but his 
destination is to preside over 
the great festival of freedom in 
1976, and to get there from 
here, he must eventually go to 
the left. 
☆ ☆ ☆ 
The surge of reform 
in 
A m e r i c a , as I l i c h a r d 
Hofstadter has reminded us, 
was not always directed by the 
Democrats. 
Though 
turned 
back temporarily in the 1920’s, 
it included the administrations 
of Teddy Roosevelt and even 
Dwight Eisenhower and has 
“ set the tone of American 
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politics for the greater part of 
the Twentieth Century.” What 
Richard Nixon did in his ad­ 
dress to the (ingress was to 
stake out a place for hiniseif 
alongside his two Republican 
heroes, and try to take over 
most of the Democratic issues 
in the process. 
On the political point, he has 
clearly made progress in his 
first year. He has retained 
control of the crime issue. He 
has blunted the peace issue. He 
has taken the lead in reforming 
the welfare program, and he Is 
clearly trying to pin the infla­ 
tion tail on the donkey. 


Moreover, he shored up his 
position with the young and the 
cities in this speech by trying 
to take over the pollution issue, 
while 
r e a s s u r i n g 
the 
Republicans by promising to 
redirect more power to the 
state and local governments. 
Hubert Humphrey says Nixon 
is not “ an artist in politics,” 
but this is a fairly artful if not 
artistic 
performance. 
The 
Democrats have been talking 
for years about “ reordering the 
nation’s p r i o r i t i e s ” and 
“reallocating its resources,” 
and now the President had 
challenged them and his own 
party to do just that. 
This, of course, is only the 
rhetorical part of the voyage, 
and Nixon’s utopian aims oc- 
casionally sounded a little like 
a tour-director’s dream, but 
there is clearly nothing wrong 
with his objectives that couldn’t 
be cured by another $10 billion 
cut in the Pentagon budget plus 
a good hefty tax rise. 
☆ ☆ ☆ 
His remark on the plight of 


the Negroes was not exactly an 
exhaustive account of the pro­ 
gram, but perhaps the weakest 
part of his address was on 
foreign affairs, which he will 
deal with later. He did talk 
about the nations of the non­ 
communist world having ac­ 
quired a new “ determination to 
assume responsibility for their 
own defense,” but with one or 
two notable exceptions, this 
phenomenon has e s c ape d 
almost everybody else’s notice. 


Also, he claimed that the 
result of his new foreign policy 
has not been to weaken our 
alliances but to give them new 
life, new strength and a new 
sense of common purpose. 
Again, if this has been the 
general 
reaction 
to 
the 
President’s decision to cut his 
involvement in foreign nations, 
it has certainly not received the 
attention it deserves. 
The main thing about the 
State of the Union speech, 
however, is probably what it 
tells us about the state of the 
President. 
He 
is 
clearly 
broadening and deepening his 
philosophy. All the old em­ 
phasis is there on crime, infla­ 
tion and a balanced budget — 
and these got a bigger hand in 
the House than anything else — 
but he is now thinking in longer 
terms about the condition of 
life in America. 
In fact, he denied industry’s 
right to pollute the air and 
waters of the Republic and 
threatened them with 
nfw 
regulations and penalties if 
they did. More surprising, he 
even dared to suggest that 
wealth was not the same thing 
as happiness, 
and 
in the 
Republican litmgy of the past, 
this is hm’esy.

James A. Garfield, who also 
came to see behemot h 
redwoods of Yosemite and the 
scenic grandeur of the valley.

Born in Georgia about 1843, 
Monroe and his parents settle(i 
in Mariposa in the 1850s. His 
father, Louis, was the town 
barber before buying a ranch 
outside of town. 
Young George, who had a 
natural skill with horses, went 
to work for Washburn in 1868 
for $60 a month plus room and 
board. He never used a whip on 
his horses. He gave them all 
names and controlled them 
verbally 
— 
according 
to 
Washburn. 
Sometimes he would guide 
them by tossing pebbles at 
their flanks. “They would do 
anything he asked them to do,” 
Washburn said. 
Mules, however, would not. 
In 1886, Monroe was mortally 
injured when he was thrown by 
a mule which rolled over on top 
of him. He died several days 
later 
and was 
buried 
in 
Mariposa. Later, Monr oe 
Meadows in Yosemite National 
Park was 
named 
in

honor.

crimes who are not granted jury 
trials are not refused their con­ 
stitutional rights to due process 
and equal protection under the 
law, the Nebraska Supreme 
Court was told Friday. 
“ Children are supposed to 
obey their parents or those 
standing in their place,“ said a 
brief filed by Assistant Attorney 
General Mel Kammerlohr in the 
case of Clarence J. De Backer of 
Fremont. 
“ Children are not allowed to 
vote. Children are not allowed to 
enter into contracts for other 
than necessaries of life. Childrei» 
are not allowed to drive cars. 
Children are not allowed to sit 
on juries. Children are required 
to attend school. 
“ Children are treated dif­ 
ferently by everyone, including 
the courts,’’ the state’s brief 
said. “ The reasons for treating 
children differently vary from 
the inabilities of the child, to the 
need of the child for help.’’ 
Children need training during 
their formative years and due 
process must be correlated with 
the need for speedy determina­ 
tions “ or the effectiveness of the 
juvenile court, as an aid to 
children, is lost,’’ Kammerlohr 
said.
